8. Act, when to take effect.

Beitenacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. The Regents of the University of Min.
nesota are hereby authorized and empowered in their
discretion to arrange, comnpromise or liqnidate any exist-
ing indebtedness contracted by the said Regents of the
University of Minnesota, under and by virtue of an act,
approved February twenty-firet, eighteen hundred and
fitty-six, or of an act approved March eighth, eighteen
hundred and fitty-eight, or in pursuance of any power
vested in them by the legislature of the territory or State
of Minnesota, and to that end, the said Regents of the
University of Minnesota are hercby authorized and emn. Fover vested tn
powered to grant bargain sell and convey to the holder ™ ™
or holders of any such indebtedness, upon such terms as
shall be agreed upon, any or all of the lands heretofore
granted or reserved by congress, for the use and support
of a state or territorial university, and vested in the gaid
Regents of the Univergity of Minnesota by section four
(4) of article eight (8) of the constitution of the State of
Minnesota; [Zrovided, That the said Regents shall
not, by virtue of the provisions of this act, pay, allow
or compromise any debt, claim or demand in favor of
any person or persons who heretofore has been, or now
are arding or abetting the rebellion now existing against
the United States. [Provided furt/er, That nothing in
this act shall be construed as an admission on the part
of the State, of the validity of the bonds and mortgages,
executed by the Board of Regents of the late territorial

University, or of any obligation existing on the part of
the State to pay the said aﬁeged liabilitics.

Sro. 2. Nothing in this act ehall opurate as in any
